much to promote the prosperity and welfare and develope the re- 
sources of that country : 



And whereas Commissioners were appointed by his late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, and subsequently re-appointed by Her 
present most Gracious hi a jesty, to inquire into the manner in which 
Railway communications could be most advantageously promoted in 
io Ireland; and the said Commissioners have made Reports, with Plans, 
Maps and Schedules thereto attached, setting forth certain Lines of 
Railways which the said Commissioners recommended as the best and 
most advantageous to be executed : 



And whereas it is expedient that the Reports so made by the said 
15 Commissioners should he acted upon to the extent hereinafter men- 
tioned, by constructing Railways in the Lines recommended by them 
from Dublin to Limerick and Cork, with such deviations and altera- 
tions as may be considered expedient pursuant to the provisions here- 
inafter mentioned : 



And whereas it is expedient that the first Line of Railway to be 
formed should commence in the city of Dublin, and have its terminus 
at Limerick, and such Railway is intended to pass or be made from,

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through or into the city of Dublin, the county of the city of Dublin, 
the county of Dublin, the county of Kildare, King’s county, Queen’s 
county, the county of Tipperary, the county of Limerick, the county 
of the city of Limerick and city of Limerick, and the cost of such 
Railway, with all necessary works and conveniences connected there- 5 
with, was estimated by the said Commissioners at the sum of One 
million one hundred and eighty-nine thousand two hundred and 
Twenty-three Pounds : 

And whereas divers persons and corporations are willing and have 
agreed to subscribe various sums of money, amounting in the whole 10 
to the sum of One million three hundred thousand Pounds, for carry- 
ing into execution the said Undertaking, upon the terms hereinafter 
mentioned, and have paid, as the first instalment of their respective 
subscriptions, Ten Pounds per centum on the amount thereof into the 
hands of Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, of Saint John’s Lodge, Regent’s- 15 
park, in the county of Middlesex, esquire ; John Abel Smith, esquire, 
Member of Parliament, and William Thompson, esquire, Alderman of 
the city of London and Member of Parliament, who have acted as a 
committee for the purpose of receiving the same; but the said Under- 
taking cannot be effected without the Authority of Parliament ; 20 

May it therefore please your MAJESTY, 

That it may be Enacted ; he it ^nactch, by The QUEEN’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
j Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament

And be it Enacted, That for the purposes and subject to the pro- 
visions and restrictions of this Act, it shall be lawful for the said 
Railway Commissioners, their engineers, agents and workmen, and 
all other persons by them authorized, and they are hereby empowered, 30 
to enter into and upon the lands of any person or corporation whatso- 
ever, and to survey and take levels of the same or of any part thereof, 
and to set out and appropriate for the purposes of this Act such parts 
thereof as they are by this Act empowered to take or use, and in or 
upon such lands or any lands adjoining thereto to bore, dig, cut, 35 
embank and sough, and to remove or lay and also to use, work and 
manufacture any earth, stone, rubbish, trees, gravel or sand, or any 
other materials or things which may be dug or obtained therein or 
otherwise in the execution of any of the powers of this Act, and 
which may be proper or necessary for making, maintaining, altering, 40 
repairing or using the said Railway and other works by this Act 
authorized, or which may obstruct the making, maintaining, altering, 
repairing or using the same respectively according to the true intent

under or over the said Railway or other works, or any lands, streets, 
hills, valleys, roads, rail-roads or tram-roads, rivers, canals, brooks, 
streams or other waters, such inclined planes, tunnels, embankments, 

5 aqueducts, bridges, roads, ways, passages, conduits, drains, piers, 
arches, cuttings and fences as the same Commissioners shall think 
proper, and also to alter the course of any rivers, canals, brooks, 
streams or watercourses during such time as may be necessary for 
constructing tunnels, bridges or passages over or under the same, and 
10 also to divert or alter the course of any roads or ways, or to raise or 
sink any roads or ways, in order the more conveniently to carry the 
same over or under or by the side of the said Railway, and to make 
drains or conduits into, through or under any lands adjoining the 
said Railway, for the purpose of conveying water from or to the 
ij said Railway; and also in or upon the said Railway, or any lands 
adjoining or near thereto, to erect and make such toll and other 
houses, warehouses, yards, stations, engines, and other works and con- 
veniences connected with the said Railway, as the said Commissioners 
shall think proper, and also from time to time to alter, repair or dis- 
20 continue the above-mentioned works, or any of them, and to substi- 
tute others in their stead, and generally to do and execute all other 
matters and things necessary or convenient for constructing, main- 
taining, altering or repairing and using the said Railway and other 
works by this Act authorized, they the said Commissioners, their 
25 agents and workmen, doing as little damage as may be in the execu- 
tion of the several powers to them hereby granted.

For all cotton and other wools, hides, drugs, manufactured goods, 
and all other wares, merchandize, articles, matters or things, the 
15 sum of Three-pence per ton per mile. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Railway Com-
